The  Hard  Rocks  chapter  is  in  northern  Arizona  on 
Second  Mesa.  A former  chapter  president  has  contacted  me  to  speak  to  some  of  his 
community  on  Saturday  as  they  are  very  upset  and  want  to  understand  the  implications  of 
this  discharge  for  both  themselves  and  the  Navajo  Nation.  Could  you  provide  me  with 
information  on  current  levels  of  heavy  metals  at  Lake  Powell  and  what  the  implication  of  the 
spill  might  have  on  the  Hard  Rocks  community?  There  is  still  a great  deal  of  fear  and 
uncertainty  and  I would  hope  to  help  in  the  communications.
